Fire Started in Kitchen, 

The fire started about three o'clock 
Saturday morning in the kitchen of 
the hotel and spread oyer a consid- 
erable distance before it was discover- 
ed, A blizzard was in progress and 
the wind fanned the flames until the 
hotel was completely destroyed and 
the Hudson's Bay Company’ store, J. 
R. Booth’s office, the fire hall, he 
Gowganda Trading Company's store, 
Wilson's barber shop and three other 
small stores were burned, The loss 
was $100,000.

George H. Hadley, of this place. The 
invention is a gastrograph which re- 
produces on phonographic records all 
the gastronomical sensations and re- 
sults which can be reproduced at Will 
by simply affixing the gastronomical 
transmitter to the palate, and stat- 
ing the record, The agstrograph, ac- 
cording to the inventor, will repro- 
duce the most ample banquet from 
soup to nuts on a single record, aad 
the meal can be eaten a thousand 
times over. 

The data of the gastrograph have 
not been made public as yet, but Mr, 
Hadley states that the sensation re- 
corder is affixed to the paiate and an 
electric wire transmits all the sensa- 
tions to the delicate cylinder on 
which the same is recorded, the same 
as on a phonograph. A thousand re- 
cords can be made from one, While 
the senses that are most affected are 
merely imagination, the inventor is 
yet at sea as to whether the effects 
on the human system will be the

TEAM FROM DUNVEGAN 


W. S. Freneh Arrives in City After 
Remarkably Past Trip From North 
Was Former Resident of Stettler— 
Pleased With North Country. 


What may be considered an excep- 
tionally* good rate of travelling with 
aa ox-team—thitteen days from Dun- 
vegan—hag been accomplished by Mr 
W =S. French. This gentleman came 
to Edmonton to purchase supplies 
and is registered at the Royal 
perance hotel, 

Speaking to a Bulletin reporter, 
Mr. French said; “| spent seven years 
farming near Stettler Impressed ‘by 
the good accounts which reached me 
of the richness of the Peace River 
country, I went north in June, 1910, 
to Investigate, and personal inspection 
satisfied me that the district was fully 
entitled all the praise I had heard 
of it I found a beautiful park-like 
country, with stretches of open land 
diversified with patches of light pop- 
lar; everyWhere deep, rich soll, and 
in which sloughs or pot-holes were 
very rare, I accordingly located a 
scrip eight miles from Dunvegan, and 
returned to Stettler to wind up my 
affairs there. 

Took Family to New Home, 

“In the following February I went 

with my family to found a new home, 
ind my two sons secured homesteads 
adjoining. After building a log house 
and. stable we commenced to plow 
about April 20th and seeded about 
May 10th, Harvesting commenced on 
August 12th. I got good seed oats 
off the epring breaking, and.dug po- 
tatoes of good quality sufficient for 
our requirements, also on breaking. 
On a small plot of previously broken 
land which I rented, we grew wheat 
that took first prize at the Peace Riv- 
er Valley Agricultural Show, hell at 
Cold Springs on 4th November, I 
consider that the grain and vegetable 
exhibits at this show, in a newly set- 
tled district, wére fully equal in qual- 
ity to the ‘best I have ever seen at 
Stettler This season I expect to have 
eighty acres in crop. 
There are sixteen houses within 
one and a half miles of my own; 
most of them were bullt before, mine 
Last year a saw-m!)] started work at 
Burnt River, and we have two flour- 
ing-mills within reach, both water 
power, capable of turning out capital 
flour. 


‘The country Is well adapted to 
poultry raising. Mrs. French pur 
chased six hens from a neighbor and 
raised seventy chickens, We milked 
five cows, and sold all the butter we 
could spare at 50 cents per pound, 
without being able to supply the de- 
inand, 
Much Rich Vegetation, 

‘Wild berries ripened tn enormous 
quantities and of excellent quality, 
The saskatoons were the largest I 
have ever seen,,;and the black cur- 
rants equal to cultivated varieties. An 
indian on his way te fish pointed out 
to us a cranberry patch where Mrs. 
Wrench picked a bushel in two hours. 
I noticed during the fall that we did 
not tind the mosquitees half so nu- 
merous or troublesome as when we 
lived at Stettler—no doubt because 
the land is practically free from 
sloughs. 

“Much fencing has been done and 
ecnsiderable road work, so that the 
district presents a very good appear- 
ance. A Mr. Fenguson took the first 
automoblie over the road from Peace 
River Crossing to Dunvegan last fall. 
Our Sreatest lisadvantage at present 
8 the distance from a market and 
the difficulty and cost of getting sup- 


Plies. Still new settlers are pouring 
in. I met teams every day on the 
road, Amongst the lot were three 


partics using dog teams. Two men 
who had not thought of getting dogs 
were dragging a sled with their out-

‘l may say we are all well satisfied 
ith our lecation and prospects, i 
raised seven crops at Stettler without 
a failure, but IT think that with regard 
to soil and climate Dunvegan is away 
ahead of it in every respect.’
